MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 

For  the  Year  1903. 


I.— Population,  Births  and  Deaths,  1903. 

It — Population.  The  nett  population  of  the  District  in  the  middle  of  the  year 
under  review,  after  deduction  of  the  special  inmates,  but  including  the  376  officials, 
of  the  London  County  Asylums  at  Horton,  may  be  estimated  at  10,900,  assuming 
that  it  has  increased  at  the  same  rate  since  the  census,  1901,  as  it  did  in  the 
preceding  decade. 

2.  — Births.  The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  District  during  the  year 
was  271,  which  represents  an  Annual  Birth  Rate  of  24^9  per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population,  as  against  an  average  of  23.3  for  the  preceding  ten  vears. 

3.  — Deaths.  The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  District  during  the  vear 
was  435  ; deducting  329  deaths  in  the  Workhouse,  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  and  in 
the  Horton  Asylums  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District,  and  adding  2 deaths 
in  Brookwood  Asylum,  and  1 death  in  the  Westminster  Hospital,  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  District,  there  remain  109  deaths,  representing  an  Annual  Death 
Rate  of  io'o  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as  against  an  average  of  12.9  for  the 
preceding  ten  years. 

4.  — Infant  Mortality . The  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  were  29  in 
number,  and  were  at  the  rate  of  107  per  thousand  births,  as  against  an  average  rate 
of  13 1 for  the  preceding  ten  years;  15  of  the  children  were  males  and  14  were 
females  ; 17  of  the  deaths,  including  9 deaths  of  children  prematurely  born, 
occurred  within  one  month  of  birth,  1 was  due  to  Whooping  Cough,  5 to  Diarrhoea 
and  Enteritis,  and  3 to  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

5.  — Pulmonary  Consumption.  The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Consumption 
were  13  in  number  and  were  at  the  rate  of  H‘9  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  as  against  an  average  rate  of  ro6  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

6.  — Influenza  caused  2 deaths. 

7.  — The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  was  o-46  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  following  table  gives  a comparison  of  certain  of  these  figures  with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  neighbouring  districts,  and  for  England  and  Wales,  for  the 
year  1903.

1. — Small  Pox.  On  the  occurrence  of  outbreaks  of  this  disease  in  neighbouring 
districts  in  the  County,  the  Guardians  again  instructed  their  Medical  Officer  to 
inspect  all  tramps  nightly,  and  in  April,  a man  aged  40  years,  was  found  to  have 
developed  the  rash  of  Small  Pox  on  the  day  following  his  admission  to  the  Casual 
Ward,  where  he  had  been  isolated  after  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer  the 
previous  evening.  The  patient,  who  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy,  but  had  not 
been  re-vaccinated,  was  removed  to  the  Croydon  and  Wimbledon  Small  Pox 
Hospital. 

No  case  of  Chicken  Pox,  which  continued  to  be  notifiable  until  the  middle  of 
February,  was  reported. 


2. — Enteric  Fever.  The  particulars  of  the  four  cases  which  were  notified,  are 
given  in  the  following  table  : —

3.  — Scarlet  Fever.  Three  cases  only  were  reported  in  private  houses,  and  one 
case  at  the  Workhouse. 

4.  — Diphtheria.  Three  cases  only  were  notified. 

5.  — Whooping  Cough  caused  one  death,  in  June. 

6.  — Measles  caused  no  death. 

7.  — Diarrhoea  caused  four  deaths  in  the  town,  one  at  the  Workhouse,  and 
seven  at  the  Horton  Asylums  ; two  other  deaths  were  ascribed  to  Enteritis. 

Of  Erysipelas  one  case  was  reported  at  the  Manor  Asylum. 

Of  Puerperal  Fever  there  were  notified  two  cases,  one  of  which  had  a fatal 
termination.

Other  Preventive  Measures,  (a)  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  Rooms 
vacated  by  consumptive  patients  were  disinfected  free  of  charge  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

(5)  Prevention  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea.  The  Council  again  issued  circulars 
giving  instruction  as  to  the  care  and  proper  feeding  of  infants. 

(c)  Bacteriological  Examinations.  Eight  specimens  of  sputum  of  persons 
suspected  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria  were  examined  at  the  Lister  Institute,  at 
the  expense  of  the  Council,  with  a negative  result  in  all  cases. 

The  Isolation  Hospital.  In  October  the  new  buildings  and  the  additions  to 
the  Administrative  and  Isolation  Blocks,  were  completed  and  were  opened  for  the 
admission  of  patients.  The  buildings  consist  of  an  Administrative  Block,  contain- 
ing six  bedrooms,  with  accommodation  for  ten  persons,  a Ward  Pavilion 
containing  two  wards  of  four  beds  each,  an  Isolation  Block  containing  two  three- 
bed  wards  and  two  single-bed  wards,  a Discharge  Block,  a Laundry  and 
Disinfecting  Block,  with  a Washington  Lyons  Disinfector,  and  a Mortuary. 

Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  admitted  during 
the  year. 
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III.— Summary  of  other  Proceedings,  which  were  taken  under  the 

Sanitary  Acts,  etc. 

1. — Inspections  and  Nuisances.  In  March,  I reported  to  the  Council  that,  in  my 
opinion,  it  was  desirable  to  appoint  a Sanitary  Inspector  who  should  devote  his 
whole  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  in  September,  the  Council,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  appointed  Mr.  W.  J.  Martin,  A.S.I.,  to 
the  post,  Mr.  Capon,  the  Surveyor,  having  resigned  the  office  of  Inspector. 

The  Council  dealt  with  a considerable  number  of  nuisances  from  defective 
drainage.  In  April  an  Order,  in  the  terms  of  notices  served  by  the  Council,  was 
granted  for  the  reconstruction,  ventilation,  and  interception  from  the  sewer,  of  the 
drains  of  twenty  cottages  known  as  Garden  Cottages,  in  East  Street,  and  this 
Order  was  confirmed  on  appeal  by  the  owner  to  Quarter  Sessions,  who  then 
appealed  to  the  High  Court  upon  a technical  point  in  connection  with  the  signing 
of  the  Order  of  the  Justices,  but  the  case  had  not  been  heard  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  Council  agreed  to  bear  half  the  cost  of  the  relaying  of  some  very 
defective  drains  to  some  houses  on  West  Hill,  a question  having  been  raised  as  to 
the  relative  liability  of  the  Council  and  the  owner  of  the  houses  for  certain  sections 
of  the  drains. 

Mr.  Martin  gave  special  attention  to  the  provision  of  flushing  apparatus  and  to 
other  improvements  in  the  sanitary  conveniences  and  urinals  at  each  of  the  Hotels, 
and  Inns  in  the  district,  and  the  work  required  had  been  completed  in  nearly  every 
case  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

2.  — New  Buildings.  The  Surveyor  informs  me  that  Plans  for  142  new 
buildings  and  6 plans  of  drainage  for  12  houses  were  submitted  during  the  year  for 
approval  under  the  byelaws.  In  several  cases  action  was  taken  against  owners  for 
infringement  of  the  byelaws. 

3.  — Dairies , Cowsheds , and  Milkshops.  These  premises  were  all  inspected. 
The  Register  was  revised  and  the  names  of  several  cowkeepers  and  purveyors 
of  milk  were  added  to  the  list.  In  four  cases  the  condition  of  the  yards  was  much 
improved  by  drainage  and  removal  of  manure,  under  notice  from  the  Council. 
The  cows  were  removed  from  one  shed,  which  we  found  to  be  in  an  insanitary 
state. 

Mr.  Skilton,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Council’s  Veterinary  Inspector,  reported  that  he 
had  detected  no  signs  of  tubercular  disease  in  the  udder  of  any  cow  in  the  district, 
in  the  course  of  his  periodical  examinations. 

4.  — The  Slaughter  Houses  were  inspected  at  frequent  intervals.  The  Council 
circulated  among  the  butchers  in  the  town  copies  of  notices  with  regard  to 
Tuberculous  Meat,  similar  to  those  issued  by  the  Corporation  of  London. 

5.  — The  Removal  of  House  Refuse  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  men 
under  the  Supervision  of  the  Surveyor.  The  refuse  is  deposited  at  the  Sewage 
Farm,  where  a portion  of  it  is  consumed  in  the  small  Meldrum’s  furnace.  New 
buildings  are  in  course  of  erection  for  the  Destructor  furnaces,  which  will  deal  with 
the  whole  of  the  refuse.  The  furnaces  will  heat  two  Cornish  boilers,  the  steam 
from  which  will  be  utilised  for  driving  the  pumps  employed  in  lifting  sewage,  and 
also  for  compressing  air  for  the  Ejectors. 
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6.  — Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  Surveyor  informs  me  that  the  Septic 
tank,  which  receives  the  sewage  from  the  London  County  Asylums  and  Epileptic 
Colony,  has  been  in  continuous  use  since  February,  1902,  without  the  removal  of 
any  sludge.  Further  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance  arising  from  the 
tank-effluent,  which  has  since  been  made  to  discharge  on  to  the  land  by  means  of 
open-jointed  pipes,  covered  with  breeze. 

In  September  an  Enquiry  was  held  bv  Col.  O.  G.  Durnford,  R.E.,  into  the 
application  of  the  Council  for  sanction  to  borrow  £ ’6200 , for  the  construction  of 
a storage  tank  and  two  Shone’s  Ejectors  and  for  lifting  the  sewage  of  the  Epileptic 
Colony  into  the  Septic  Tank,  and  for  the  Refuse  Destructor  ; the  work  has  been 
completed  and  the  Ejectors  are  working  satisfactorily. 

The  Council  have  let  a contract  for  new  pumping  machinery,  by  which  the 
whole  of  the  sewage  may  be  lifted,  when  required,  on  to  those  parts  of  the  Farm, 
which  are  not  commanded  by  gravitation.  Another  bacteria  bed,  for  dealing  with 
sewage  and  storm  water,  was  constructed  during  the  year. 

The  effluents  from  the  Farm  and  from  the  filters  on  the  Common  continued  to 
be  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

An  old  clay -jointed  sewer,  receiving  the  drainage  of  Garden  Cottages,  East 
Street,  was  relaid  in  concrete,  with  water-tight  joints. 

7.  — Post  Mortem  Room.  The  Council  made  application  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  for  their  sanction  to  a loan  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a Post  Mortem 
Room,  but  the  enquiry  had  not  been  held  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

8.  — Water  Supply.  In  March,  the  work  of  driving  a new  adit  in  the  chalk,  to 
connect  up  the  old  Borehole,  the  Garden  Well,  and  the  borehole  in  the  Oval 
Well  was  commenced  in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  Mr.  Vaux  Graham,  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineer.  As  the  result  of  a preliminary  boring,  it  was  found 
that  the  chalk  at  the  site  of  the  wells  was  65  feet  below  the  surface,  and  was 
covered  with  43  feet  of  sand,  14  feet  of  clay,  and  8 feet  of  sand  and  gravel  at  the 
surface.  Mr.  Vaux  Graham,  after  consultation  with  me,  inserted  clauses  into  the 
specification  providing  for  the  observance  of  precautionary  measures  against  the 
introduction  of  contaminating  matter  into  the  wells,  and  for  the  notification  of  any 
illness  among  the  workmen,  during  the  progress  of  the  work.  The  adit,  which  was 
completed  in  October,  is  249J  feet  in  length,  6%  feet  high,  and  feet  wide,  and  its 
floor  is  90^  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground  ; it  conveys  the  water  from  all  the 
borings  through  the  Oval  Well  to  the  pumps,  dispensing  with  the  syphon  from  the 
old  borehole,  which  has  been  filled  with  concrete  down  to  the  chalk.  The  garden 
well  has  also  been  encased  in  iron  cylinders  grouted  with  cement,  and  thereby  all 
communication  between  the  surface  water  and  the  deep  chalk  water  has  been 
cut  off. 

In  June,  the  Council  having  rented  stables  elsewhere,  removed  their  horses 
from  the  stables  at  the  Water  Works. 

Plans  for  relaying  the  drains  at  the  Water  Works  in  iron  pipes,  with  lead 
joints,  have  been  prepared  by  the  Surveyor  and  approved  by  the  Council. 
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The  reports  upon  the  monthly  samples  examined  bacteriologically  at  the  Lister 
Institute  were  on  several  occasions  not  so  favourable  as  in  the  past,  and,  when  the 
adit  was  approaching  the  wells,  an  unsatisfactorv  report  was  received  ; as  the  water 
was  occasionally  shewing  slight  turbidity  at  the  time,  the  Council,  on  my  recom- 
mendation, issued  notices  to  advise  that  water  for  drinking  purposes  should  be 
boiled  during  the  three  weeks  that  remained  before  the  completion  of  the  work. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  several  additional  analyses  were  made  hy  Professor 
Hewlett  and  Dr.  Kenwood,  in  each  case  with  satisfactory  results.  Chemical 
examinations  of  the  water  have  given  very  good  results  throughout  the  year. 


IV.— Factories  and  Workshops. 

The  workshops  were  visited  by  the  Inspectors  and  by  myself,  and  were  kept  in 
compliance  with  the  Act,  with  few  exceptions.  The  only  premises  in  which  more 
than  ten  persons  were  found  to  be  working  were  some  builders’  yards,  three 
laundries,  and  a dressmaker’s  workrooms. 

The  condition  of  the  workshops  and  the  defects  that  were  remedied  under 
notice  from  the  Council  are  given  below. 

1. — Sanitary  Condition.  (a)  Cleanliness.  The  premises  were  generally 
found  to  be  clean,  and  five  workshops  were  cleansed  after  notice. 

( b ) Air-space.  Workrooms,  in  which  no  notice  of  the  number  of  persons  who 
might  be  employed  was  affixed,  were  measured,  and  the  appropriate  numbers  were 
recorded.  Overcrowding  was  abated  in  the  one  case  in  which  the  permissible 
number  was  found  to  be  exceeded. 

( c ) Ventilation.  An  additional  window  was  provided  in  a workroom  in  which 
ventilation  was  inadequate,  and  a gas-stove  which  emitted  offensive  fumes,  was 
removed  from  another  workroom. 

(d)  Drainage  of  Floors.  The  floors  of  two  laundries  which  were  found  to  be 
in  holes  and  to  retain  water,  were  cemented  and  drained. 

(e)  Sanitary  Conveniences.  New  water  closets  were  provided  after  notice 
under  Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  for  one  factory 
and  one  workshop,  at  which  there  was  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation. 
Defective  flushing  cisterns  were  repaired  in  two  cases  (factories),  and  in  two  cases 
flushing  apparatus  and  a water  supply  were  provided  for  hand-flushed  closets.  The 
owner  of  a workshop,  which  was  added  to  the  register  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
had  consented  to  abolish  the  cesspit  privy  and  to  substitute  a water  closet  for  the 
existing  privy  and  to  provide  sufficient  drains,  to  discharge  into  the  sewer. 

Bakehouses.  I visited  the  bakehouses  and  found  them  to  be  kept  in 
accordance  with  the  special  regulations.  There  is  no  underground  bakehouse  in 
the  district. 

Home  Work.  No  list  of  homeworkers  was  received  from  any  firm,  nor  was 
any  such  work  found  to  be  done  in  the  district.
